In the foregoing statement issued yester- 
day Mayor Busse asked for the adoption 
of the charter act when it is submitted to 
the voters next Tuesday. He pointed out 
that its opposition arises in blind self-inter- 
est. For its success, it must look to men 
who believe that the city should have as 
much of a chance as laws will give it to 
realize its best opportunities. 

The mayor is confident the act will be 
adopted, and his confidence is shared by other 
friends of the act, who believe the voters in 
favor of giving the city its chance outnumber 
the voters influenced solely by selfish inter- 
ests. 

While the mayor was expressing confidence 
in the result of the election, the issues on 
which the opponents of the measure have 
endeavored to hang the fate of the charter 
were blown up by facts furnished by citi- 
zens working for the adoption of the act. 
South Board Trebles Levy. 
It was shown that while the south park 
board is endeavoring to convince south park 
district voters that their financial interests 
and their park system will suffer from the 
adoption of the charter, this tax levying 
body has been the only one in the city which 
has been able to treble its tax levy in six 
years. 
It was shown that while the United So- 
cieties rejoice in the appendix of “ For Loca] 
Self-Government,’’ their aim in this contest 
is to prevent local self-government, not only 
in general, but specifically on the liquor 
question, which chiefly concerns their or- 
ganization. 
It was proved by documents, the Liquor 
Dealers’ Protective association has aided the 
United Societies by contributions to its cam- 
paign fund formally voted at a regular meet- 
ing of the saloonkeepers’ organization. 
It was shown the tax questions raised 
by the charter have been the subject of stud- 
led misrepresentations on the part of the 
active opponents, who have disregarded the 
plain figures in the case and have substituted 
entirely fanciful ones. 

Show South Board’s Tax Record. 
The record of the south park board in tax 
matters is illuminating.

$2,087,000. The tax rate has not been de 
termined. While the board has’ been run- 
ning its rate up from 28% cents on the $100 
assessed value, the city has been struggling 
along with a rate only about twice as large, 
for all its corporate purposes. 

The city’s rate decreased while that of the 
south parks increased, and in 1905; the city 
had to appeal to the legislature to fix a mini- 
mum. The city now gets its minimum of 
$1.80. The south park board has nearly half 
this much for park purposes alone.

Chicago’s forces of evil are to be attacked 
by a gospel army of business men and 
evangelists who will open their campaign 
on Sunday, Oct. 6, in a double canvas, 
steam heated tent with a seating capacity 
of 5,000 people. The tabernacle will be lo- 
cated in a vacant lot at North Clark and 
Chestnut streets. ‘ine Rev. R. A. Torrey 
will ast as leader. It is a movement in- 
tended to stir the 2,000,000 people of the city 
to religious heights and depths. 

The project will be backed by the most 
representative laymen of the various Prot- 
estant denominations of the city. The Lay- 
man’s Evangelistic council of Chicago is at 
the head of the organization. 

“This promises to be the most stupendous 
rhovement along evangelical lineS ever 
launched in this or any other city of the 
world,” said Andrew Stevenson, general sec- 
retary of the council last night. “It has 
been organized by a number of Chicago's 
foremost Christian business men. If present 
expectations are fuuy met, this city will be 
literally ‘shaken’ by the forces of Chris- 
tianity from one end to the other during the 
next year in a huge simultaneous campaign, 
having its center in the big circus tent.” 


Project Started Last July. 
The movement for the promotion of the 
evangelistic effort was started quietly last 
July. Before any practical endeavor could 
be made it first was necessary to obtain a 
suitable building, but none could be found 
large enough that would be available for an 
extended period. Then the project of a 
temporary: building was investigated.

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All day yesterday Mrs. Matthew R. Hudson 
remained at the bedside of her father-in-law, 
Richard Hudson, awaiting some news of her 
missing husband—news which did not arrive. 

The police of Chicago, of San Francisca, 
and of Oakland, as well as the officials of the 
Southern Pacific railroad, of whom Mr. Hud- 
son was one, worked together in an effort to 
get some trate of the missing man. After 
Mr. Hudson left the office of the railroad in 
Oakland on the afternoon of Aug. 31 nothing 
was seen of him. | 

The letter which he mailed to his wife has 
been received and is being prized by Mrs. 
Hudgon as the last word she received from 
the husband, whom she now believes to be 
dead. The letter ts incoherent and hardly 
intelligible, but it proved what Mrs. Hudson 
believed—that her husband was practically 
demented because of homesickness. 

The letter began as follows: 

‘Mrs. Matthew R, Hudson—Dear Madam: 
Yours of the 25th at hand. I am just crazy 
to come home. Dear girl, I want to see you 
and the boy so badly—I will start as s00n as 
I can arrange for transportation. I am com- 
ing as soon as I can——” ; 


Wife Realized Mind Was Breaking. 


And then the letter veered off upon an- 
other subject. It was unlike any letter that 
Mrs. Hudson had previously received from 
her husband and she realized that his mind 
was breaking from the strain under which 
he had been laboring for weeks. 

Capt. O’Brien of the. detective bureau tele- 
graphed a description of Mr. Hudson to the 
police at Oakland and San Francisco, al- 
though it was known that they already had 
received one from the railroad officials there, 

The description follows: Age, 35 years; 
height, 5 feet 8 inches; weight, 112 pounds, 
Pale and unhealthy appearance most no- 
ticeable feature. 

It is purely a case of a man being driven 

insane because away from his family. Itis 
the first case of the kind, as far as can be 
remembered, ever brought to the attention of 
the police. 
_ “I never before heard of a case of the 
kind,’ said Capt. O’Brien. “The man’s 
habits were the best. He never drank or 
dissipated in any way. The only theory 
upon which the police now may work is that 
he either wandered away while in a de- 
mented condition or was held up and robbed 
before he left California.’’ 


Robbed and Perhaps Murdered. 


The robbery theory is supported by the 
statement of Mrs. Hudson that he had con- 
siderable money in his possession at thetime 
of his disappearance. She is firm in the be- 
lief that. he might, while temporarily insane, 
have exposed the money and have been 
robbed, and, perhaps, murdered. Mrs. Hud- 
son does not believe that her husband board- 
ed a train and, by mistake, alighted at the 
wrong station and was lost. 

The condition of the elder Mr. Hudson re- 
mained the same as on the night before. He 
still is in a state of coma, from @vhich he 
rouses at rare intervals. During these min- 
utes of realization he asks weakly if his son 
has returned. 

‘*] wish that I could see Matt again,’’ he 
said, as if in realization that death was draw- 
ing near. 

The attending physician was unable to say 
how long life might linger in the body of the 


old man.

of the trouble. , 

It was learned yesterday that several of 
the stronger labor organiza&tions, such as 
those of the teamsters and street car men, 
have mace no contributions to the strike 


fund, while others, with thousands of dol- - 


lars in their treasuries, have dismissed the 
operators with promises to pay such small 
sums as $25 and $50 weekly for their relief, 
The union leaders confess they are closely 
pressed for funds. They assert that they 
have enough money to meet immediate de- 
mands, but are dowbtful as to the future. . 
Temporary financial aid reached the unfon 
headquarters during the day when one labor 
organization outside of Chicago turned over 
a check for $1,000 to the strikers. It is 
also thought that between $1,500 and $2,000 
was realized from the theatrical benefit per- 
formance given at the Garrick theater in 
the afternoon, This is counted on to tide 
matters over for another week, or possibly 
ten days, but unless the big Chicago unions, 
which have bank accounts running up to 
$50,000 and $75,000, change their attitude 
and come to the rescue, the strike leaders 
fear heavy desertions and a sudden dissipa- 
tion of the strike movement. ° 


Rich Union Votes $100 in ‘Aid. 


An example of the lack of enthusiasm over 
the strike shown by some of the unions was 
geen during the day when the Brotherhood 
of Railway Carmen voted $100 to the opera- 
tors. The treasurer's report, read shortly 
before, showed the organization has a bal- 
ance of $35,000 in the bank. 

Among the unions that are giving compara- 
tively small amounts each week are Typo- 
graphical union No. 16, one of the richest of 
the Chicago labor organizations, and the 
Women’s Trade Union league. The latter, 
with which several unions of women work- 
ers are allied, is furnishing $25 weekly to the 
strikers. .Many unions have contributed $4, 
and a few $75, but donations above these fig- 
ures are rare. The majority of the organiza- 
tions, when appealed to, have responded by 
passing resolutions pledging “ moral sup- 
port.” The telegraphers say this will not 
buy groceries. 

Secretary Wesley Russell, who started an 
**economy ” movement in the strike a week 
ago, in discussing the situation, said: 

“The strike funds are low, but we have 
enough to meet present demands. It is true 
we have been disappointed in the tardiness 
with which other unions have responded to 
our appeals for assistance. I hope that con- 
ditions will improve, however, from now on. 
We have 15,000 men on strike, and it requires 
a large amount of money to support them.” 


Phones at Branch Stations. 

There were indications during the day that 
the Western Union will make no effort to 
open any of its branch stations. A force of 
eighteen telephone girls was installed as a 
substitute measure. Extra telephone cables 
also were put in.

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ASK NEW HIGH SCHOOL NORTH 


Residents in Part of Lake View 
District Want It Divided. 


CONGESTION IS NOW GREAT. 


Complaint That Children Pay Too 
Much Car Fare and Waste Time. 


Efforts to revive the campaign for a high 
school in the northérn part of the district 
now sending its students to Lake View began 
to take shape yesterday when the leaders of 
the ‘movement attempted to persuade the 
severa) improvement associations of the lo- 
cality, which made a united fight for the 
school two years ago, to renew the agitation. 

Rogers Park, North Edgewater, Edge- 
water, Argyle Park, High Ridge, and Rose- 
hill are the suburbs that will be benefited by 
the erection of a new building. The site ad- 
vocated by .the complainants against the 
present situation would lie somewhere 
slightly to the south and west of the inter- 
section of Devon and Evanston avenues. 

Lake View High school now is the only one 
of the higher public schools whose doors are 
opened to students living between Belmont 
avenue and the northern limits of the city, 
a distance of more than five miles. Its dis- 
trict extends from the lake west to the river, 
and its facilities are so limited that last 
week’s enrollment of nearly 1,400 students 
filled. it to its extreme capacity. In the old 
building, which is now no more than a de- 
crepit wing of the new structure, intended 
for the. accommodation of only 300 pupils, 
600 are crowded into small, dark rooms en- 
tirely unsuited for the use to which they are 
put. With 250 registered for the course, 
there is but one biological laboratory avail- 
able. 

- Too Much Time and Car Fare. 

This situation accounts largely for the 
protests which come from residents of the 
immediate neighborhood, but it is only one 
phase of the case that has driven the people 
of Rogers Park, North Edgewater, and other 
more removed centers to raise their voices 
in grievance. They urge that their children, 
compelled to use two trolley lines, have to 
leave their homes an hour before school 
time, that they are exposed to all of the 
inclemencies of the weather and the dangers 
of transportation, and that they are put to 
an expense of at least $50 a year for car fare.

Need Building Twice as Large. 
“I cannot estimate anywhere near the 
number which would enter the school,” said 
Principal B. F. Buck of the Lake View High 
school, “ but with the extension of the Ra- 
venswood branch of the Northwestern the 
territory west of us is building up so fast 
that a short time will see our school out- 
grown even more seriously than it is now. 
We need a building exactly as big again 
ag the structure now known as the ‘new 
building’ in order to acgommodate our 
pupils.”’ 

“With the trolleyizing of the St. Paul 
tracks from Wilson avenue to Evanston,”’ 
said Robert W. Vasey, one of the Rogers 
Park enthusiasts, ‘‘the neighborhood lying 
around its right of way is going to double 
or treble its population in a short time.’’ 

The location of the school in North Edge- 
water with the dividing line at Lawrence 
avenue, it was pointed out, would reduce 
the Lake View attendance to somewhere 
within reach of its facilities.

Plies Whalebone Whip on Autoists. 

The horse, running at top speed, ranged 
alongside the swiftly moving auto. Then with 
a swish a whalebone whip played over the 
heads of the auto passengers. Bahm felt its 
sting, and as the auto made a spurt a painful 
blow fell across Mrs. Mills’ face. 

** Beau " cut off the automobile at Madisen 
avenue, forcing it to halt. Liddle and Wal- 
pasec leaped to the ground, and their action 
was followed by Mrs. Mills and her chauf- 
feur. Mrs. Mills and Walpasec were engaged 
in a war of words when Bahm was heard to 
cry with pain as he was felled to the pave- 
ment by a blow. 

Liddle and Walpasec sprang into their run- 
about and “ Beau”’ bounded away. Mrs. 
Mills regained her seat and ordered Bahm to 
follow therunabout. The chase started anew 
and horse and automobile raced through Sev- 
enty-second street at breakneck speed.

Several 
weeks ago Mrs. Stevens went to the home of 
her parents at Jacksonville, Ill, but it was 
supposed here that she was merely on a 
visit. As she had been closely associated 
with the Des Moines Women’s club her con- 
tinued absence finally excited comment and 
one of her friends wrote her, asking her 
when she expected to return to Des Moines. 

Today a letter from Mrs. Stevens came to 
the president of the club and it was read in 
open meeting. It told briefly of the separa- 
tion, but gave ho particulars. It was as fol- 
lows: 

“Tl want by this means to explain to you 
and the members of the club why Iam notin 
Des Moines and the reagon why I will not 
again return to be one of you. 

“Dr. Stevens said we could never be united 
on earth again, nor in heaven if he had any- 
thing to do with it.

The charter convention was asked to for- 
ward these bills to Springfield together with 
the charter, with the request that the gen- 
eral assembly submit them as separate prop- 
ositions at the same election at which the 
charter was submitted. The charter conven- 
tion acceded to this request, printed them in 
the same pamphlet which contained the 
charter proper, and also transmitted the res- 
olution adopted by the charter convention, 


“ requesting the general assembly to submit 


the bills at the charter election. It was at 
the suggestion of the friends of these bills 
that they were not embodied in the charter, 
but as will be seen by their terms, if adopted 
by the people, they would automatically’ be- 
ccme a part of the charter of the city. 

These bills were introduced in the house 
and senate at the same time that the charter 
was introduced, and were referred to the 
same committees. 

Delegations claiming to repregent the 
United Societies appeared before these com- 
mittees, I believe, on not more than two 
occasions, and were heard upon the merits 
of their bills. This, to the best of my 
knowledge, was the only effort that was 
made by the sponsors of the bills to secure 
tavorable action on their measures. If the 


efforts ‘for the charter than were

adopted the resolution to oppose the char-- 


ter was held in the North Side Turner hall 
before the charter, as passed by the general 
assembly, was out of the printing press, A 
request was made to one of the officers and 
leaders of the United Societies that action 
be deferred until the charter was printed,. 
and that an opportunity be given to discuss 
it before definite action wastaken. This was 
refused, the same official and leader saying 
that he “*. . . did not care what was in 
the charter .. the societies would be 
against it, anyhow; that they would oppose 
and if possible defeat the charter, because 
the genetal. assembly had refused to submit 
their bills as requested by them, and that 
thereby they would show the general assem- 
bly and the people of Chicagé that they could’ 
not flout the United Societies without being 
visited with swift and certain punishment.”

Now, I have yet to have pointed out to me 
a single place in the charter which can be 
honestly said to affect the liberties or privi- 
leges of any part of the citizens of Chicago. 
The opposition to the charter by those who 
claim to represent the United Societies is 
bottomed entirely in wounded vanity, which 
might have been avoided if they had been 
as industrious in attempting to secure favor- 
able action by the general assembly on their 
bills as they are now in attempting to de- 
feat a wholesome and meretorious charter 
which is needed by the city of Chicago. The 
intentiom to punish this city for the failu 
of the general assembly (a failure for whic 
they are entirely responsible) to accede to 
their wishes, I believe will not appeal strong- 
ly to the intelligence of the voters of Chicago. 

The methods of these opponents of the 
charter are illustrated by a letter which has 
been industriously distributed among the 
theater people in w it is stated that if 
the charter is adopted all theaters will be 
closed on Sunday. I should like to have 
pointed out toeme what portion of the charter 
Justifies this assertiom 

Briefly, not a single word or line in the 
charter changes the liberties or rights of any 
of the citizens, or of Chicago.

their arguments and announced that the 
question would be decided today.

After a careful perusal of the contemplated new 
charter we are of the opinion that all of our fellow 
countrymen should vote to enlarge the rights and 
powers of this city and its officers. 

The statement is signed by Tom Chamales 
and Louis Choromokos, proprietors of the 
Greek newspaper, the Athena, in which it is 
published, and by fifteen other leading 
Greeks.

Strassheim’s New ‘Discipline’ 
Takes Guards by Surprise; — 
Three Are Bounced. 


GET READY FOR JUDGES. 


Housecleaning Comes Just in Ad- 
vance of Investigation by 
the Jurists. - 


Jail guards are being dicharged by Sheriff? 
Strassheim at the rate of oneeachday. Only 
the most powerful kind of political pull is 
able to save the place ofany guard who shows 

contempt for the new fangled thing that 

“ Sheriff Chris" has introduced and tagged 
with the previously.unheard of name of “ dis- 
cipline.”’ 

In despair over the inability or refusal of 
the guards to keep the prisoners from “* boss- 
ing everytbing,’’ Mr. Strassheim at last began 
to swing hig ax.’ Prior to each swing there is 
a brief period of suspension and inquiry. It 
is said this period is spent in ascertaining the 
exact proportions of the political pull that 
the guard is able to muster.

Strassheim that he had dismissed within the 
last three days these guards:

Didn’t Dg Their Duty. 

When asked._to me the reasons for the 
dismissals, Sheriff Strassheim said: 

‘I will not make known the details of the 
offenses with which they were charged. The 
farthest I will go in that direction is to say 
they did not do their duty. They violated 

r the jail discipline and I had to fire them out.” 

** Were there any allegations of grafting?” 

** The charges were serious—so serious that 
the influence of the most powerful politicians 
could not have held up the ax.” 

** It has been said that the reason actuating 
so many discharges by you just at this time 
is because you have been given to understand 
by some of the judges that a rigid inqujry 
into your administration of the jail cannot be 
staved off this time, and that you are simply 
trying to clean house. Is that the truth?’

Head Nurse Brochin Retained. 

A rumor that Emil Brocain, head nurse at 
the jail, had been discharged during the day, 
was denied by the gheriff. 

**T have decided,”’ he said, ‘‘ that Brochin’s 
sstatus does not concern me so long as he does 
his work in a manner satisfactory to the jail 
physician, Dr. Francis W. McNamara.’’ 

The report that Miss Lucy Page Gas- 
ton had decided to cut short her eastern trip 
and return to Chicago to seek enforcement 
of the cigaret laws at Cook county jail dis- 
turbed the beneficiaries of the “ jail store.’’ 
It was said that Miss Gaston intends to see 
why cigarets are sold without payment of 
the license. 

In seference to the investigation of the jail 
Judge Chytraus said: 

* There seems to be an impression that the 
investigation will be simply the kind that 
has bé@n carried on by the grand jury under 
the imstructions of the judge who Mas them 
in charge. Let me say, however, that there 
will be another investigation also—one that 
will be conducted by the judges, and which 
will be most thorough.” 

It was said that the plan of the judges 
would be to demand from the sheriff and 
jailer the list of jail prisoners, and that then 
the judges would select names haphazard 
and interview the prisoners thus selected. 
But Judge Chytraus declared that a more 
radical plan would probably be followed, and 
that an innovation of far reaching import 
was likely to be made in the direction of 
judicial supervision of the jail, as prescribed 
in the Illinois statutes.

| Appellate Jndge Sustains Decision 
Against Mutual Reserve. 


Elmira, N. Y., Sept. 13.—[Special.}]—The 
Appellate division of the Supreme court, sit- 
ting at Saratoga, has handed down a most 
important decision. The effect af the decis- 
ion is that where an insurance company is 
guilty of fraud on a policy holder at the in- 
ception of the contract, the policy holder, on 
discovering the fraud, can rescind the con- 
tract and recover all the premiums paid, with 
interest, and the defrauding-company must 
stand the loss that ensues from its wrong- 
doing. 

The case at issue was that of John Moore, 
a lawyer and editor of the Elmira Telegram, 
against the Mutual Reserve Life Insurance 
company of New York. The case was tried 
in Elmira before Justice Lyon in May, 1900. 


Given Damages, Asks More. 


Justice Lyon found that the fraud alleged 
had been committed by the false statements 
made to Mr. Moore personally at the New 
York office, declared that the policy should 
be rescinded, but charged the plaintiff with 
the cost of the company for carrying the 
life insurance for fourteen years and gave 
to plaintiff damages of only $292. 

Mr. Moore at once took an appeal, asking 
that Justice Lyon’s decision be modified by 
giving him judgment for $3,630, the amount 
he had paid as premiums, with interest, 
and as modified the judgment be affirmed. 


Risk Firm Also Appeals. 

The insurance company also took an appeal, 
asking that the entire decision by Justice 
Lyon be reversed. 

The decision establishes a precedent inthis 
line of cases, and it is probable that it will be 
carried to the court of appeals. However, ‘n 
that event, the insurance company will have 
to give a bond. 

The court, in arriving at its decision an- 
nounced this week, scrutinized carefully re-

Plenty on Sale Near Hull House. 


The same looseness of the “ censorship " 
which is evident within the loop, is prevalent 
throughout the city in regard to the immoral 
pictures. Perhaps this fact is most conspic- 
uous along Halsted street in the vicinity of 
siull. house and the Juvenile court building. 
Within a stone’s throw of the new -court 
building which stands for the moral better- 
ment of children, a group of boys were pres- 
sing the show window of a tobacco and pool 
room at 387 South Halsted street with their 
dirty hands, laughing at a large display of 
card pictures strung inside the window. 
Without exception these pictures were of the 
Suggestive, if not immoral type—pictures of 
women in bathing, and lolling about on the 
bank of a stream. 

The proprietor stepped .to the door and 
gruffiy told the boys to move. 

“ What business you kids got looking at 
those pictures. You belong home with your 


mothers,” he said with a pretense or severity. ' 


But the pictures remain in the window to 
these same boys and hundreds of

Vitizens’ Association Interested. 


With a view of prosecuting the men who 
fell objectionable cards, the Citizens’ asso- 
ciation has become interested in the crusade. 
A meeting of the executive committee was 
called for yesterday afternoon at the asso- 
ciation’s rooms, 92 La Salle street, but as 
several of the members are out of jown, a 
quorum was not present.

CAMPBELL’S FATE 


State Sees No Possibility of 
Freedom in Unusual Mur- 
der Defense. 


NO “BRAIN STORM” HERE, 


Experts Testify That Prisoner 


Not Only Was Insane but 
Is So Now. 


Amasa C. Campbell, the wealthy lumber- 
man of Antigo, Wis., on trial for-his life 
in Judge Windes’ court for the murder of 
Dr. Benjamin F. Harris, will be imprisoned 
in the penitentiary or placed in an asylum 
for the insane, according to the confident 
expectation of the prosecutors, / 

In the insanity defense advanced by Camp- 
bell’s lawyers, the case is one of the most 
remarkable in Cook county history. No 
claim has been made of a “ brain storm ”’ 
which prompted the crime and then disap- 
peared. The defense has insisted that Camp- 
bell was insane when he shot down the 
physician, charged with wrecking his home, 
and that he ig insane now. : 

If the state wins the fight in court, Camp- 
bell will be immured in a state prison with 
convicts as companions. If Campbell wins 
he will be locked probably in a ninsane asy- 
lum. Death penalty and freedom alike are 
considered out of the question. The legal 
battle has narrowed seemingly to the al- 
ternative of the insane asylum or the peni- 
tentiary, although the defense later may 
make efforts to have Campbell cared for 
outside of asylum walls, 

No Lunacy Commission Here. 

The unusual situation will not end in the 
appointment of an insanity commission to 
decide on the sanity of the defendant, such 
as was appointed in the Harry Thaw trial in 
New York. 

‘ The apopintment of a lunacy commission 
is not contemplated by the Illinois statutes,’’ 
said Assistant State’s Attorney Northup, 
‘* The jury will decide whether Campbell was 
insane at the time of the killing and whether 
he is insane now. If he is insane now, asthe 


' defense claims, he is not a fit person to be 


_ set at liberty, and the state, in the event of 


such a verdict, will demand that he be sent 


- to the Chester hospital for criminal) insane.”

“Tf he is insane now, as you say, would 
not he be an unsafe person to be at large?" 
asked the prosecutor. 

“No,” replied Dr. McNamara, “ not if he 
were placed among his friends in a quiet 
environment.”

The state board of pardons decided yes- 
terday that the time was not at hand for 
them to grant a release from the penitentiary 
for Paul O. Stensland, former’ president of 
the collapsed Milwaukee Avenue State bank, 
and he wags sent back to prison to serve the 
balance of his term. This means that if 
the prisoner continues to behave himee!f, 
and clemency is not granted him at a later 
date, he will be released in about seven 
years, or eight years and three months after 
his term began on Sept. 26, 1006. 


Pardon Board Makes Statement. 

In refusing to parole Stensland the state 
board of pardons issued the. following state- 
ment of its position in the matter: 

‘In the case of Paul O. Stensland the same 
practice has been taken as in the case of any 
other prisoner. No formal petition for the 
parole of this man has ever been presented, 
because no formal petition is necessary, as 
it is the practice of the board where a man 
has never before been in prison and has made 
the good time which the law gives him, to 
have him come before them at the expiration 
of eleven monthe and his case is then con- 
sidered. 

* When the eleven months had expired in 
Stensland’s case he came before the board in 
accordance with this practice, but at that 
time there was no statement from the judge 
who presided at the trial or the state’s attor- 
ney, and the board was without that official 
information which the law provides they 
should have and which they deem essential 
before they can pass definitely upon the 
question whether a man shall or shal! not be 
paroled. 

“Since that meeting official information 
has been received and the board has carefully 
considered the case and has decided to hold 
Stensland for the maximum term for which 
he was convicted on the forgery indictment, 
which, if he makes his good time, will detain 
him in prison eight years and three months 
from the time he was first conimitted.”’ 
“Healthy” Say Some, “Ill” Others Claim 

The decision was given by Ethan Allen 
Snively of Springfield and Charles Eckhart 
of Toledo, the third place on the board being 
vacant at present. They reached a conclu- 
sion after considering a large number of 
documents, including statements from 
physicians to the effect that Stensland could 
not survive continued imprisonment, and 
from others who held that he wasa thorough- 
ly well man and had gained flesh since his 
incarceration.

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BIELSCHOWSKY’S BIOGRA- 
PHY OF GOETHE REACHES 
ITS SECOND VOLUME. 


Faithful as a “Life” of the Sub- 
| ject, It Is Most Timid in Criti- 
cism and Excuses Are Found for 
the Egoism of the Poet. 


SELDOM has a biographer been more 
Prostrate before his subject than Prof. 

Albert Bielschowsky. In unde rtaking 

to prepare a “ LIFE OF GOETHE,” 

in three volumes, he has allowed him- 

self space to be as detailed as he pleases, and 
the second volume, recently issued, takes one 
from 1788 to 1815, or from Goethe’s Italian 
journey to “the wars of liberation,”—those 
alarms and confusions from which Goethe 
endeavored in vain to find escape into that 
curious experimenta} laboratory which he 
called his soul. 
The development of “ Iphigenie,” “* Tasso,” 
“ Wilhelm Meister,” “Hermann and Doro- 
thea,” and “ Wahlverwandtschaften ” is fol- 
lowed in detail. Criticism is offered, but it is 
criticism of the most deferential! kind.. The 
almost infallibility of Goethe is presupposed, 
and the biographer works upon the hypothe- 
sis that all that Goethe did was the result of 
profound thought, intense emotion, and mar- 
velously directed constructive thought. It 
would seem to the American student, how- 
ever, that frequently Goethe’s mind moved 
according to those wild vagrant impulses 
which mark the true artist, that inconsisten-. 
cles revealed the inability of the poet to re- 
vise his own work, and that dusty droughts of 
duliness ever now and ‘then detracted from 
the splendor of that high summer which we 
designate as genius. 


For centuries genius has-awaited a defi- 
nition, and it has required the keennegs of 
the cofitemporary psychologists to determine 
that it is intensity—intensity of vision, of 


pectation. That which to the ordinary man is 
a blue sky is to the genius a sapphire reach 
into the unknown. The music of the spheres 
becomes audible to him, at moments. He 
hears the stars sing at theesame instant that 
he distinguishes in the grass the overtones 
of the cricket's cry. What to other men is a 
love affair, bringing some joy and more dis- 
appointment, is to the genius a revelation—an 
apotheosis. The beloved women is a mystic 
crystal, through which he perceives the 
meaning of life, the justification of the belief 
in immortality. She is an impersonation of 
alldreams. Looking into her eyes, the genius 
forgets that life has limitations, or that any 
longing can remain unappeased. He rests 
upon her Jove as a shipwrecked man rests 
upon solid earth, when, after black storms 
and blacker despairs, he finds himself walk- 
ing the solid.fields and embracing the en- 
during trees. Other men grow weary of ex- 
perience, but the intensity of the genius for- 
bids this. Youth is to him eternally beau- 
tiful, love always fresh, beauty as refreshing 
as the cup Ganymede served to Jove, laugh- 
ter: and song are ever new. He welcomes 
each adventure, conscious that. experience 
offers no repetitions. He has loved in his 
youth, let us say, but not with the passion 
that he loves in middle age, nor with the 
yearning and eloquence with which he loves 
in old age. So long as he breathes he is con- 


unexpectedness of ‘life. Nor does he hold a 
subjective view of himself and his emotions, 
at least not if he be a genius of Goethe's 
quality. He perceives his emotions to be as 
much more splendid than those of common 
men as the window of a cathedral is more 
splendid than the glass of a poor man’s cot- 
tage. His sufferings and ecstasies, his ter- 
rors and triumphs dye his world for him— 
purple and red, gold and green. His soul is 
the cathedral window through which the sun 
of experience streams. He is dazzled with 
tthe glory, and the world is dazzled too. There- 
fore he seeks emotion. He keeps himself 
from nothing. He bids the world behold this 
glory of reflected pain—he calls it literature, 
and no one quarrels with the name, It is in- 
deed transmuted human experiences. It is 
the heart of the genius made manifest, ex- 
ploited without shame, enriched without com- 
punction, immortalized at an expense too 
great to be told, yet justified by the egotist 
with the proclamation that in developing him- 
self he has best served his world. It is utterly 
unhuman, and is, indeed, not the work ofa 
man but of a hierarch—of a genius. 


It is amazing to see the brew of human 
‘hearts Goethe prepared for himself. He re- 
flected no further than that these loves fed 
his insatiable genius, inspired him wit. long- 
fees, provided him with those poignancies, 
those attainments, and those,despairs which 
be made articulate. His friends, his loves, 
even his mother served as material. She who 
bore him, who fostered his genius and heart- 
ened him along his road could pass eleven 
years without so much an indication of grati- 
tude as a visit from her son, and die with- 
out his presence. His immortal reflections on 
life and its meaning, on death and its signifi- 


tion as to inspire him to help his heroic mother 
safe across that swift and frigid river which 
flows at the hither side of eternal uncon- 
sciousness. Yet to the last she loved and 
served; and the women he conscripted, they, 
too, loved and served, and with magnanimity 
forgave. So did Schiller, long his admirer, 
and raised by virtue of that admiration to be 
Goethe's friend. So, perhaps, did Beethoven, 
whom Goethe arrogantly passed by; and so 
did many another who might have taught 
Goethe lessons in the technique of life, even 
if they could not have rivaled him in the 
construction of dramatic or epic poems, or 
the making of philosophic novels. The utill- 
zation of the intellectual and spiritual ma- 
terial which his friends and lovers offered 
him, however, was the particular province of

this masterful mind. Nor did he make the 
| mistake which modern Germany is too prone 
to make, of supposing the emotional qualities 
of the mind to be inferior to the creative ones. 
It is significant that the group of ideas, for- 
mulated by contemporary philosophers as 
“ feminine” In character, were precisely the 
ones that supplied Goethe with his dragon- 
food. It was these delicate, illusive, glow- 
ing, and mystic emotions that alone satisfied 
in part his never altogether appeased appe- 
tite. 
| The chapters of Prof. Bielschowsky’s book 
dealing with Goethe's patriotism and his op- 
position to ive and unifying political 
measures is particularly interesting. It is ex- 
ceedingly diverting to see how he clung to 
what he considered the essentials; how he 
opposed any union that appeared to him te 
be deleterious to the advancement of science 
and the arts. He was, however, tremen- 
Gously flattered by the compliments of Na- 
poleon, and so far submitted fo this flattery 
that he denied himself the fine privilege of 
standing side by side with his countrymen in 
his opposition to the diplomatic advances of 
France. He was the greatest man in Ger- 
many, yet he would not openly state his po- 
sition. His biographer, however, finds him 
admirable in this as in all else. 
However, these are ancient disputes.and 
heed not be gone over again. Suffice it thet 
the rich pageant of Goethe's life is well de- 
picted in the pages of the book under discus- 
sion, that his great stories are well retold, 
and that every excuse Possible for the mind 
of a biographer to conceive has been offered 

for his sins of egvoism. (Putnam's.)

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Blessed be our grandparents’ habit of let- 
ter writing, for without it, where would be 
the interesting memoirs and autobiographies 
we now have. Before the postal service be- 
came so perfect az it now is, even to the 
remote ends of the earth, before sixty mile 
an hour trains and the fastest steamships 
transported mail all over the globe, when 
letters were even delivered at remote farm- 
houses; when mai] packets were carried by 
relays of more or less reliable post boys and 
were far more likely to be lost, stolen, or 
captured by soldiers or marauders, our 
grandfathers wrote long and oftem the 
more so perhaps because of the precarious- 
ness of mail deliveries. 

At apy rate, it is to this fact we owe so 
many interesting volumes of lettere which 
have geen the light of print In the last hun- 
dred years. These faded epistles have con- 
stantly been discovered in odd and out of 
the way hiding places. Secret drawers of 
old desks were the favorite receptacles, and 
it was im such a depository that the Countess 
Glnther Griben came upon a packet of her 
grandfather, Ralph Heathcote’s letters to 
his mother, written a hundred years ago. 
She has published these tn a book which is

pany), and while they contain nothing 
startling or new, they are interesting family 
epistles, written by a man who played a 
small part in the exciting Napoleonic times. 

Heathcote was of an old English family, 
but was born in Germany of a German moth- 
er, his father being the British minister at 
Cassel, a position to which the son suc- 
ceeded years afterward. When the success 
of Napoleon overturned the Germen states, 
young Heathcote, who, like his father, mar- 
ried a German wormmn, went to England and 
took service tin the army. He eaw action in 
the Peninsular war, and afterward returned 
to Germany, settling down as a private gen- 
tleman and dying at Cassel in 1854. He con- 
tinued. to write to his mother constantly til 
her death in 1830, and his letters throw some 
Hight on English army life in the Napoleonic 
days and of the diplomatic intrigues of those 
times.

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AUTO FUEL TEST IS A SUCCESS 


Paul Hoffman, in Great Arrow, 
Wins Motor Club Event. 


OTHER COMPETITORS CLOSE. 


All of Twenty-Four Entrants Take 
Part—All But One Finish. 


Going ninety-five miles on a fuel consump- 
tion of 4 gallons 2 quarts 11 ounces, car and 
load weighing 4,545 pounds, the 28-30 horse- 
power Pierce Great Arrow, entered by Henry 
Paulman and driven by Paul Hoffman, won 
the second annual economy test of the Chi- 
cago Motor club to Valparaiso, Ind., and re- 
turn yesterday, according to the handicap 
formula in which the results were arrived 
at by dividing the weight of the car by the 
amount of gasoline consumed as expressed 
in ounces, 

It was the second consecutive victory for 
both car and driver, Hoffman having to his 
credit a win in last year’s test to Cedar Lake, 
Ind., in which he made the fifty-one miles 
on 2 gallons 23 ounces. But his victory 
yesterday wasp not by so wide a margin as 
it was a year ago, when he almost distanced 
his field. This time it was a question of 
pounds and ounces, for second to the Pierce 
was a twenty-four horsepower Berliet, driv- 
en by John Buchanan, which was beaten by 
five pounds in weight and four ounces in 
gasoline consumption, considered a remark- 
ably close finish by the experts. 

Other honors were divided by Thomas J. 
Hay in the Ford runabout and George H. 
Bird in the Corbin, the former having to his 
credit the emallest gasoline consumption of 
any of the cars taking part in the affair— 
2 gallons 3 quarts 15 ounces, while the lat- 
ter got into the limelight through driving 
his car over the route with the smallest con- 
sumption of gasoline shown by any of the 
touring cars—4 gallons 11 ounces. 


Hoodoo Date No Obstacle. 


Despite the fact it was Friday, and the 13th, 
the Motor club. was favored by summer 
weather, and every one of the twenty-four 
cars nominated faced the starter. All but one 
finished inside the time limit of seven hours, 
the laggard being the Stevens-Duryea four 
cylinder car, which hobbled in an hour late, 
having been driven from Valparaiso shy two 
tires on the rear wheels, taken off because of 
a dozen punctures encountered on the out- 
going journey. 

Not a serious mishap was recorded, and no 
engine trouble was reported, the only misad- 
venture being caused by punctures. Hoff- 
man suffered several in this respect. In the 
first place, he had hard work getting under 
way, having to crank his engine half a dozen 
times because of. having his gasoline supply 
cut down solow. Then he had three blowouts 
going to Valparaiso, and as the first car 
checked in at that point he was twenty miles 
behind. The weather was against him, too, 
in being so hot, the result being that he put 
up a performance that was 14 per cent poorer 
than the one to Cedar Lake last year. 

There was not a hitch in the plans as laid 
out by the Motor club officials. The cars 
were all away promptly, and no ome at- 
tempted to make a race out of it, all staying 
decorously behind the Ford pilot car, which 
maintained an average pace of twenty miles 
an hour for the entire distance.
